1 . The amendment filed 06/1 5/2005 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16 in reply to the final rejection has 
NOT been entered. The final office action, mailed 04/12/2005, is maintained. 

The proposed amendment to claim 29 raises new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. The phrase "distinguishing SNP-containing sequences from wild- 
type sequences by detecting a SNP or a single base pair insertion or deletion" and the phrase 
"wherein a positive signal is generated only when two or more components are colocalized, thus 
allowing detection without removal of unreacted probes" as recited in the amendment to claim 
29 changes the scope of the claims and requires further search and consideration. 

2. With regard to the applicants arguments directed to the rejections under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) 
as unpatentable over Kigawa et al. in view of Nolan et al., all arguments are directed to the 
newly amended claims. As discussed above, the amendments have not been entered and 
therefore the arguments are moot and will not be addressed.
